CRESCENT, BLOOD DONATION CAMPAIGN FOR BENEFIT OF 



ARABS WOUNDED IN MIDEAST WAR. APPROXIMATELY 50 
STUDENTS FROM EGYPT, SYRIA, IRAQ, LEBANON AND OTHER 
ARAB COUNTRIES WERE REPORTED TO HAVE DONATED BLOOD 
IN CAMPAIGN KICKOPF. 

2. INTERESTING ALSO IS FACT THAT EFFORT HAS RECEIVED 
RATHER EXTENSIVE PUBLICITY VIA TURKISH RADIO WHICH IS 
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AIRING APPEALS POR DONORS. 
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3. WE FIND THIS TYPE ACTIVITY SOMEWHAT AT VARIANCE 
WITH OEEICIAL GOT EEFORTS TO APPEAR EVEN-HANDED 
ABOUT ARAB-ISRAELI DISPUTE. ALSO SYMPTOMATIC OP 

THIS TURKISH AMBIVALENCE IS TURKISH TELEVISION COVERAGE 
OP WAR WHICH IS HEAVILY LACED WITH PILM CLIPS WHICH 
OBVIOUSLY BEING PROVIDED BY ARAB SOURCES. PRESS 
ALSO SEEMS TO BE GIVING ATTENTION TO "BIG LIE" STORIES 
ABOUT U.S. INVOLVEMENT IN PIGHTING WITHOUT PAYING 
MUCH ATTENTION TO OEEICIAL U.S. DENIALS. 

4. UNDER THE CIRCUMSTANCES, WE ARE CONCERNED BY 



POTENTIAL SECURITY THREAT TO AMERICAN AND NATO 
PERSONNEL AND INSTALLATIONS POSED BY PRESENCE OF 
SUBSTANTIAL NUMBER OP ARAB STUDENTS IN TURKEY. AS 
WAR DRAGS ON AND U.S. RESUPPLY EPPORTS MOUNT AND 
ESPECIALLY, IF ARAB FORTUNES SUFFER REVERSE, 
TEMPTATION COULD BE GREAT POR STUDENTS TO POCUS 
ATTENTION ON AMERICAN AND NATO INTERESTS IN TURKEY 
AS HANDY TARGETS. WITH THIS IN MIND WE ARE BEING 
PARTICULARLY CAUTIOUS.
